Thank you very much for your check and letter of 
November 15, which lists several items in two sections. 

It has been pleasant doing business with you the 
past few years and I have come to respect your judgement 
and advice very much. I have given much consideration to 
your idea of selling a portion of my collection to you, 
and if you buy enough of it, I will not attempt to sell 
as an entire collection. You see, if I sell any of the 
individual items, it will not be my original collection 
any more. So, I leave it to you. I have had an item, 
the Chinese Halbard, which is extremely rare; I sent it 
to you today for your inspection - let me know what you 
think of it. 

Enclosed you will find verifax copies of the two 
sides of the two sections of your letter with check marks 
corresponding to my collection, *"y the items not in quantity 
and,'\/' the items in quantity - however, the prices in¬ 
clude all my items and not part of them. You see, this is 
a 'reserve’ selling price I placed on these items in the 
event I couldn't sell the entire collection to one buyer. 
However, I will give you a substanti'dA discount and the 
more you buy, the more discount I will give you. You have 
indicated that you might be interested in over $5,000 
worth (according to my reserve figures). Surely this will 
require an on the spot inspection. My invitation to you 
stands open. You will notice that I did not indicate any 
price on certain items - these would need an expert's de¬ 
cision. I know the buyers for most of my items - only cer¬ 
tain Chinese and Japanese are doubtful. 

If it is impracticable for you to fly down for a 
couple days, perhaps we can meet half way by car with as 
much of the items you indicate as I could carry - however, 
the former is by far more practicable. I trust you had much 
success and good luck in New York and that I hear from you 
at your convenience.

Friend Gibbs: 

Thank you for your letter of December 12. Will 
try to answer your questions as they are listed. Thanks 
for the -information on the halbent head, which was received 
today. As you say, it takes an expert to judge Chinese 
items. However, I know who sold me most, if not all, my 
Chinese silver - where and when, o^J JUw /yyvu*.L, 

The long iron spear "Ngbele" was the most well pre¬ 
served piece I have even seen - though shorter than some. 

The hole is a very small one and was purposely made by the 
natives - so as to hang it on a wall, I imagine. Believe 
me that was a fine specimen. I have seen others with a 
similar hole. 

^y ‘•Reserve’ 1 prices are consistent with retail 
prices - nearly all the Swedish plate money I bought from 
Hans Schulman, Silver and some bronze from J.P. Randall, 
Silver from Spink and Son; Sigler items are slightly 
higher; Randall’s are lower, many items are not available 
any more, or the item* is one of the best of its kind, so 
the selling price should be higher than when I bought it. 

What I do not sell you, I will advertise and sell as a 
business venture - in other words what you do not buy, I 
will go into business with. I will figure what each piece 
cost me and the margin of profit - I will keep books/ just 
as a business. I assume the minimum you will buy to make 
it worth while to break up ray collection is about $3,000. 

So, suppose we start from there - if you buy $3,000 I will 
deduct 10 percent; if you buy $1*,0OO I will deduct 15 per¬ 
cent; if you buy $0,000 I will deduct 20 percent. However, 
after seeing my collection, you might decide on buying the
